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Dana Rohrabacher Is Dirty 

Congressman turned $1 million Costa Mesa rental home into a pigsty 


W hen Congressman Dana 

Tyrone Rohrabacher moved 
into a four-bedroom, four- 
bathroom, million-dollar Costa Mesa 
rental home on April Fool’s Day 2010, 
the immaculate, 
6,300-square-foot 
property could 
have been featured 
in a glossy real- 
estate magazine. 
Built in 1948, the 
two-story. Orange 
Avenue home had 
been updated in 
recent years for 
comfort and style. 
The carpeting was 
new, appliances 
worked and walls were spotless. Thriv¬ 
ing flowers, plants and grass adorned the 
idyllic back yard less than 4 miles from 
the Pacific Ocean. 

But it’s now understandable why 
Orange County’s senior, career politician 
secretly changed the locks and refused 
to allow homeowner Robert Polyniak 
inside for annual inspections. When he 
moved out in August 2012, Rohrabacher 
left behind a shockingly horrific pigsty, 
a dump worse than a college fraternity 
house of unhygienic slobs unfamiliar 
with the most basic tools of cleaning. 
Darlene Whitsell, Polyniak’s longtime 
girlfriend, entered the home shortly 
after the congressman’s departure and 
wept at the scene. 

‘Tt was disgusting,” she said. “It was 
unbelievable. Who lives like that?” 

Massive black stains and muck cov¬ 
ered the carpet throughout the home. 
Sticky grime encased damaged, rusted 
appliances. Denied water, once-thriv¬ 
ing outside plants and grass dried up 
and died. Blinds were cracked. Black 
dirt ruined the appearance of once- 
sparkling tile floors. Walls inexplicably 
contained odd holes, nail polish, wax 
and some smelly substance that may 
have been feces. 

Every toilet seat in the house was bro¬ 
ken. The ceilings showed smoke dam¬ 
age. Light switches had been cracked. 
Clumps of hair and remnants of what 
may have been balloons or some other 
rubbery material clogged sinks. Cracks 
scarred doors. Thick, solidified grease 
rendered the air-suction vent above the 
kitchen stove useless. Bathroom towel 
bars were missing, and vanities suffered 
water damage. 

A second-fioor suite used by Dana’s 
wife, Rhonda, as her bedroom contained 
a huge, mysterious, lubricant-like stain- 
something you might expect on the 
fioor of a Hollywood sex club—that had 
seeped through thick carpet and padding 
to tarnish a hardwood fioor. The dish¬ 
washer wasn’t functioning. A wooden

chair in the back yard had been crushed, 
and phone lines were strangely severed. 
An overfiowing tub cracked a ceiling 
with water damage. 

And, no joke, white maggots squirmed 
underneath a kitchen stove that may not 
have ever been cleaned during Rohrabach- 
er’s $3,350-per-month occupancy, which 
was secured, in part, with character refer¬ 
ences from fellow OC congressmen Ed 
Royce, John Campbell and Ken Calvert. 

Paid invoices show the widespread 
damage totaled more than $25,800, 
according to records reviewed by the 
Weekly. Polyniak deducted the $6,700 
security deposit and sent the con¬ 
gressman a bill for the remainder. But 
Rohrabacher—66 years old and known 
even in friendly Republican circles 
for miserly inclinations even though 
his family’s known income easily tops 
$250,000 annually before counting 
lucrative congressional benefits— 
steadfastly ignored seven of his ex¬ 



landlord’s polite communications. 

In August, a year after he, his wife and 
their triplets left the disaster and stiffed 
Polyniak out of a week of due rent, the 
congressman hired a lawyer, Devon R. 
Lucas, to file a lawsuit in Orange County 
Superior Court. According to the com¬ 
plaint, Rohrabacher, who skipped all 
military service when he was eligible 
to fight in Vietnam and nowadays hails 
himself “a patriot,” thinks he and his 
wife are the victims in the dispute. He 
wants Polyniak—a soft-spoken con¬ 
struction subcontractor who honorably 
served in the U.S. Marines—to pay him 
$20,000 for not refunding his security 
deposit in a timely manner. 

With a scheduled April 2014 court- 
management conference, the case 
doesn’t look close to a respectable 
resolution. Lucas has sent Polyniak 
more than 50 hostile letters, a tactic 
apparently designed to win a default by 
handing the ex-landlord ever-increasing 


legal bills. What expenses Rohrabacher 
is incurring, if any, in the battle are 
unknown. Lucas, who lists his law-office 
address as a Costa Mesa mail drop, did 
not respond to inquiries about whether 
he is providing the congressman free or 
discounted services. 

In September, Polyniak filed a cross¬ 
complaint in court. That lawsuit alleges 
in part that the Rohrabachers “failed to 
perform their obligations under the lease 
and have breached the terms and condi¬ 
tions of the lease in numerous, material 
ways.” Among the breaches: The con¬ 
gressman—who’d quietly bought a $1 
million home in another part of Costa 
Mesa—refused to provide a forwarding 
address for an extended period of time. 

Behind the scenes, there has also 
allegedly been a not-so-subtle threat 
from Rohrabacher’s camp that the 
13-term congressman (who first ran for 
office in 1988 while championing the 
imperative of term limits) will use his 
political weight and personal relation¬ 
ship with Orange County District Attor¬ 
ney Tony Rackauckas to prompt a crimi¬ 
nal probe as another intimidation tactic 
against Polyniak and Whitsell. 

No public record indicates Rackauckas 
has taken sides in the civil dispute. 

“When Rohrabacher moved in, we 
thought, ‘Wow, a congressman. This is 
great. What could go wrong?”’ recalled 
Whitsell. “We’re normal, everyday 
people, and this [situation] has become 
really scary.”

REBOUNDING FROM A MOVIE 
THAT PISSED OFF AND CONFUSED 
AMERICA, JOAQUIN PHOENIX GIVES 
ONE OF HIS BEST PERFORMANCES IN 
SPIKE JONZE’S HER

/ n Spike Jonze’s new sci-fi romance, Her, Joaquin 
Phoenix plays a divorce who rebounds by falling in 
love with his smartphone. On a recent Wednesday, 
however, he’s a delinquent boyfriend, leaving his 
iPad abandoned on a chair in a Lebanese restaurant 
as he bounces off to the parking lot for a smoke. After a 
few puffs, he reconsiders and darts back inside, lest the 
well-dressed ladies at the next table snatch it to pay for a 
month of hummus. 

“They said they were going to steal it!” Phoenix yelps. 

“I thought they looked nice!” 

Back in his seat, he spins around and points, “What is 
that, by the way?” When the two women duly pivot, he 
steals the blonde’s purse. “Classic move! Classic move!” he 
teases them. “C’mon, guys, we’re all playing here.” 

It’s unclear if his victims even know they’re tangling 
with the three-time Oscar-nominated star of Gladiator, 
Walk the Line and The Master, as well as the upcoming 
Her, which has been racking up awards on its way to an 
all-hut-inevitable Best Picture nomination. 

Although the 39-year-old actor is famous for playing 
hotheads, in person, he’s a goof. Phoenix is one of the 
major talents of his generation, but he’d rather gush about 
DJ Premier (“He’s such an amazing artist!”) than tout his 
own creative process. In his black jeans and gray-streaked, 
shoulder-length hair, he looks more like a struggling 
grunge guitarist than a reluctant red-carpet walker who’s 
all too familiar with tuxedos. 

The ladies giggle nervously, not sure if they’ve been 
punked. But they have definitely been Phoenixed—fium- 
moxed and fascinated by this charismatic joker.

r e’ve all been Phoenixed. 

Five years ago, with still- 
fresh accolades from Walk 
the Line and a fantastic 
performance in the then- 
upcoming James Gray romance Two Lovers, 
Phoenix famously swore he had given up 
acting for a rap career. He grew a beard and 
spent the next 12 months convincing the 
world it was true: brawling at Miami night¬ 
clubs; performing a disastrous set in Vegas, 
described by Rolling Stone as “nothing short 
of a train wreck”; talking only about hip-hop 
during press for Two Lovers, his “final” film; 
and, of course, rattling David Letterman by 
refusing to play along with the grin-and- 
charm publicity circuit. (Letterman arguably 
deserved it: When Phoenix first appeared on 
his show in 1998, he was so gawky that Let¬ 
terman compared him to Pauly Shore.) 

More than 5 million viewers saw Phoe¬ 
nix’s mumbling stunt live on Late Night, 
and millions more caught it on YouTube. 
Only a fraction saw the reason behind it: 
the Casey Affleck mockumentary Fm Still 
Here, a tricky and disconcertingly deadpan 
dissection of the media machine, which 
had devoured Phoenix’s music-career mis¬ 
takes like junk food. (Typical talking-head 
snark: “Is it a hoax? Do we care?”) 

Even audiences who saw the final film 
left confused. It was, Affleck conceded, “a 
hard movie to watch,” even as he praised 
Phoenix for giving “a terrific performance 
... the performance of his career.” The film 
made only $408,983 at the box office, even 
as bearded Joaquin became a national joke. 
Ben Stiller mocked him at the Oscars, blun¬ 
dering around the stage while presenting 
the cinematography award and sticking his 
chewing gum on the crystal podium. 

The experiment hinged on people 
knowing the real Joaquin Phoenix wasn’t a 
whiny idiot egotist who snorted coke and 
sniffed hookers’ butts. But people didn’t. 

“When I was writing ‘BYE! GOOD’ on 
my hand, I thought people would be like, 
‘Okay, this is not happening. This can’t 
be real,”’ Phoenix muses. “But whenever 
I did that really over-the-top stuff, some 
people would doubt it, but then some 
people would go for it more.” 

Was he surprised people really believed 
he was a shuffling doofus who didn’t 
comb his hair? 

“Well, I haven’t combed my hair right 
now,” he says, chuckling. “And I do have a 
great shuffle.” 

The root of I’m Still Here is Phoenix’s 
frustration with fame. That feels true. His 
parents raised him to be a star, but they 
also raised him to see through the bullshit. 

Arlyn and John Phoenix (then surnamed 
Bottom) met while hitchhiking in Califor¬ 
nia in 1969. The nomadic hippies quickly 
built a family, adding to their brood every 
two years: River was born in Oregon, Rain 
in Texas, and, in 1974, Joaquin was born in 
Puerto Rico, where the family had followed 
the controversial Children of God cult, 
which discouraged TV and newspapers 
and promoted all-ages sex. (River later 
confessed to Details magazine that he lost 
his virginity at 4.) Two more sisters. Liberty 
and Summer, followed. 

Joaquin was raised in Caracas, where 


his father was the cult’s “archbishop of 
Venezuela and the Caribbean.” Despite 
Dad’s fancy title, the kids supported the 
family by dancing for pocket change on 
the streets while their parents gradually 
distanced themselves from the group. 
When Joaquin was 3, the same year the 
family unanimously became vegetarian, 
they fled to Miami on a cargo ship. 

By 5, Joaquin’s world had changed rad¬ 
ically: The family resettled in LA, where 
Arlyn was secretary to the head of casting 
at NBC. (At home, the only TV channel 
they had was PBS.) To celebrate their 
resurrection, they gave themselves a new 
last name: Phoenix. 

The Phoenix family lived a dual life: 
half hippie, half Holl 5 rwood. There was no 
formal schooling. Instead, the kids busked 


in Westwood and carpooled to auditions. 
River appeared on Family Ties and after¬ 
school specials about dyslexia; Joaquin 
had roles on Hill Street Blues; Murder, She 
Wrote; and Alfred Hitchcock Presents. The 
brothers crossed paths once when Joa¬ 
quin landed a cameo on River’s goofy CBS 
musical Seven Brides for Seven Brothers. 

But while River looked like an innocent 
heartthrob, the darker, stockier Joaquin 
was stereotyped into more somber, sidekick 
roles. The very first line Steve Martin says 
about the character played by 15-year-old 
Joaquin (then going by Leaf) in the movie 
Parenthood is, “There’s a kid with problems.” 

That year, in his first print interview, he 
chirped to the LA. Herald-Examiner, “I am 
different, but I don’t really mind. I enjoy 
it.” After Parenthood, he took a six-year, 
self-imposed break to dodge what he dis¬ 
missed as “banana in a tailpipe” roles, then 
returned to acting at 21 for Gus Van Sant’s 
To Die For as a dumb, high-school punk 
seduced into murdering Nicole Kidman’s 
husband. The film is a comedy, but Phoenix 
and his future best friend and brother-in- 
law Affleck play the outcasts-turned-killers 
as arrestingly sincere—you could plop their 
characters into any serious teen drama. 

“It was when I first met Casey, and I 
remember thinking, ‘We have to play this 
totally straight, but people are probably 
going to think that Gus just found kids on 
the street,”’ Phoenix recalls. He smirks. 
“Maybe he kind of did.” 

His younger sister Summer swore to W 
Magazine that Joaquin was the funniest 
one in the family, but despite his insistence 
that he wanted to do a big, dumb comedy, 
the roles kept getting gloomier: a hippie 


awaiting execution in Return to Paradise; a 
snuff-film peddler in 8MM; and finally, his 
first prestige blockbuster. Gladiator, as the 
bloodthirsty Emperor Commodus. 

Commodus could have been played as 
camp. He did, after all, adore wearing head- 
to-toe white leather (technically faux, in 
accordance with Phoenix’s veganism). Yet 
Phoenix layered in Commodus’ pain and 
insecurity. He honestly can’t understand 
why everyone—his father, his sister, his 
empire—prefers the slave Maximus, snif¬ 
fling to his dad, “I would butcher the whole 
world if you would only love me.” 

The butcher’s unexpected depth won 
Phoenix his first Oscar nomination and 
an exhausting spin on the awards cir¬ 
cuit. He went on Letterman and forgot 
his own birthday. 


/ ’oaquin Phoenix had made his rep¬ 
utation playing tragic characters. 
Yet what calcified his public image 
as a tortured actor happened 
during his teenage hiatus: his 
panicked phone call to 911 as he watched 
his beloved older brother die outside the 
Viper Room. The call was broadcast across 
TV news outlets, the worst moment of his 
life served up for public consumption. 

When Joaquin returned to the screen two 
years later. River’s shadow was something he 
couldn’t dodge and wouldn’t discuss. He did 
few interviews and was rarely pictured in 
the tabloids, preferring to stay at home with 
his girlfriend of three years, Liv lyler, and 
best friend Casey Affleck, who eventually 
married Joaquin’s sister Summer. Follow¬ 
ing his breakup with lyler, Joaquin’s date 
to premieres and awards shows most often 
was his mother or one of his sisters. He kept 
his world small and his ears closed to media 
chatter, trying to let the work speak for itself 
But as his films got harder, so did the 
press tours—and the sense that Phoenix 
really might not enjoy being so different. 

After capturing the drunk and unhinged 
Johnny Cash in Walk the Line, Phoenix 
voluntarily checked himself into rehab to 
clear his head and, he quipped, rally sup¬ 
port for his second Oscar nod. (Not that he 
really cared if he won. “I don’t think I’ve 
ever seen a movie and been, like, ‘That was 
fucking amazing—was he nominated for 
that?”’ he says. “Maybe we should just do 
the awards 20 years later, and then you can 
actually tell if something’s any good.”) 

He soon checked himself out and was 
barraged by journalists prodding him 
to say he drew on River’s fatal overdose 


to reflect Cash’s pain at losing his older 
brother in a table-saw accident. He shut 
them down, storming out of an interview 
with Rolling Stone. On the red carpet at the 
film’s LA premiere, he turned the tables on 
an AP reporter. “Do I have a large frog in 
my hair?” he asked. “Something’s crawl¬ 
ing out of my scalp.” When the journalist 
awkwardly demurred, Phoenix pressed on. 
“No, but I feel it. I’m not worried about the 
looks. I’m worried about the sensation of 
my brain being eaten.” 

Three years later, Phoenix was back on 
Letterman, acting as if his mind actually 
had been devoured. 

The intro of Fm Still Here is a fast- 
forward through his life: young Phoenix 
leaping off a Panamanian waterfall; a 
barely older Phoenix singing on a street 
corner with his siblings in matching gold 
jump suits; and, finally, a grown-up Phoe¬ 
nix pacing in his Hollywood Hills back 
yard overlooking the Los Angeles nightlife, 
wondering, “I don’t know what happened 
to me first. Whether they said that I was 
emotional and intense and complicated, 
or whether I was truly complicated and 
intense, and then they responded to it.” 

Truth? Fiction? Truth as fiction? Phoe¬ 
nix won’t concede an inch. The kiddie- 
band clip was real, but the Panama footage 
was fake—Affleck shot it with a child actor 
in Hawaii and rerecorded it over a VHS 
copy of Pan's, Texas, until it looked vintage. 
As for that vulnerable-sounding quote, 
Phoenix laughs, “How fucking stupid is it 
to think about yourself in that way?” 

Still, he makes it hard to trust his words. 
Asked if he still speaks Spanish, he regret¬ 
fully says no, “because I’m in California, 
and nobody speaks Spanish here.” Then he 
stuffs his cheeks full of tabbouleh and dead¬ 
pans, “Do I have something in my teeth?” 

Ultimately, it’s his work ethic that proves 
his rap career was a stunt. He spent five 
months training himself to lower his voice 
two octaves to mimic Johnny Cash. If he 
truly wanted to rap, he’d have rapped better. 

Given the ratio of people who watch 
entertainment TV to people who watch 
art-house flicks, it’s no wonder a vague 
sense lingers that Phoenix actually went 
crazy—and that if he didn’t, his duped 
fans deserve to be mad. Matt Damon told 
The New York Times he warned Phoenix 
and Affleck, “If they don’t know whether 
it’s a joke, they will not forgive you, and 
they will savage your movie.” 

“We never approached it like a hoax—in 
fact, it became the burden of it,” Phoenix 
says. “Hoax, to me, implies that the purpose 
of it is just to fool people.” But the prank 
had become the story. Everyone was asking 
if Joaquin Phoenix had gone crazy. No one 
was talking about the entertainment-news 
nightmare he’d wanted to expose, a feeding 
frenzy he felt was so vital to examine that he 
risked his career at the height of his success. 

Three years later, the exponential growth 
of Twitter has led to an even steeper rise 
in Internet hoaxes, memes for a day and 
tweets heard around the world. Now that 
every unhinged sorority girl, asshole airline 
passenger or kid taking a selfie next to his 
grandmother’s casket can be a 24-hour 
media joke. I’m Still Here feels increasingly 
vital. And now that we’re certain the whole 
thing was a stunt, Phoenix’s personal risk, 
which he likens to “standing on a cliff and 
thinking about jumping, and just having

After Fm Still Here was locked, Phoe¬ 
nix confessed everything to his agents 
and told them he was looking for work.

here—this is a bummer, what are we 
going to do?”’ he says, laughing. “I make 
them nothing every fucking year.” 

P hoenix resolved to let the chat¬ 
ter die down while he waited 
for a good part. Months ticked 
past. Fm Still Here came out in 
September 2010, and he was 
still waiting for the right role, fueling the 
debate about whether his retirement from 
acting had been real. He reportedly turned 
down the role of the Incredible Hulk in 
The Avengers. He didn’t know what he was 
waiting for, only that his first film after all 
the fuss couldn’t be a lark or a flop. 

“It’s like you’re not in a relationship 
and you get lonely, so you’re like, ‘I just 
want to hook up and be with somebody 
and just do it.’ You’re probably going to 
fuck it up when you do meet that good 
person because you’ve just been in this 
other fucking game,” he explains. “It’s a 
ridiculous analogy, but I think when the 
right thing does come, it’s undeniable, 
and you’re in the right place and ready to 
give yourself to that completely.” 

Finally, in April 2011, Paul Thomas 
Anderson announced that Phoenix would 
play the lead in his ambitious period 
drama The Master. That took another five 
months to start shooting. By the time The 
Master was finally released in September 
2012, four years had passed since Two 
Lovers, Phoenix’s last real film—a gap 
even he barely believes. (He checks his 
IMDb page on his phone and chuckles. 
“I’m looking this up?”) 

In the first scene of The Master—the 
first glimpse of Phoenix playing someone 
other than himself since 2008—he pokes 
his head up from behind the rail of a 
World War II battleship in a military hel¬ 
met, squinting anxiously as if preparing 
for attack. The image is apt. But critics 
ceased fire when they saw his Freddie 
Quell, an alcoholic, animalistic veteran 
who lurches across the screen as though 
his legs are caught in a trap. 

Freddie is frail but frightening, and he 
thoroughly Phoenixes an egotistical cult 
leader named Lancaster Dodd, played by 


demanded. On screen, he feels raw and 
looks ragged—his cheeks gaunt, his eyes 
pinched and suspicious. On a first view¬ 
ing, you’re not sure if you’re watching an 
actor embrace insanity or succumb to it. 
It’s a hell of a performance, and it won 
Phoenix his third Oscar nomination. 

He took the awards circuit as seriously 
as ever, which is to say not at all. When 
the Los Angeles Film Critics Association 
presented him with the Best Actor plaque, 
he wisecracked, “I’m assuming that the 
Los Angeles film critics were banned from 
seeing Lincoln.” When Meryl Streep called 
his name among the Academy Award 
nominees, Phoenix looked at his lap, shook 
his head and continued chewing his gum. 

It looked rude, but the Oscars had attacked 
first: In his show-opening number, Seth 
MacFarlane crooned, “There’s Joaquin in 
his threads; hope he’s on his meds.” 

Anderson didn’t mind. “Listen, God, 
how mad can you be at an actor that’s that 
good at his job and that bad at promoting 
your film?” he insisted to Time Out Lon¬ 
don. “I want my movie stars to be dan¬ 
gerous, annoyed and incapable of taking 
horseshit. I prefer them that way.” 

Statuettes aside, it’s Phoenix’s follow¬ 
up film—Spike Jonze’s Her—that feels 
like his official comeback. His Theodore 
Twombly—lonely ex-husband, former LA 
Weekly writer and man who spends too 
much time talking to screens—is his most 
normal character, well, ever. Paradoxi¬ 
cally, audiences weaned on Joaquin the 
Weirdo can finally trust that he’s acting. 

Her is set in a Los Angeles that feels 
about two eye blinks in the future. No one 
wears sci-fi leotards; they’re in tasteful, 
high-waisted tweeds. Most people also 
wear an earpiece that connects to their 
next-generation smartphone, an all-in- 
one device with an upgraded Siri pro¬ 
grammed with intuition, empathy, curios¬ 
ity, and the ability to learn and evolve. 

After speed-reading a book of names in 
0.02 seconds, Theodore’s operating system, 
voiced by Scarlett Johansson, dubs herself 
Samantha. She just as quickly becomes his 
best friend and, eventually, his girlfriend.

his breast pocket so her camera faces the 
world (a touch Phoenix brainstormed him¬ 
self), the two go on dates to Walt Disney 
Concert Hall and the beach. At night, they 
lounge in his room and have, yes, phone sex. 

Theodore and Samantha live a full and 
complex relationship arc that couldn’t 
exist without Johansson’s brisk and pitch- 
perfect voice performance. But techni¬ 
cally, Her is still a one-person love story 
(or really, one-human) about a man who’s 
also relearning to love himself. And the 
only face of their romance is Phoenix’s. 

“He represents both characters 
onscreen,” Jonze explains by phone from 
Miami, where he’s in the thick of his own 
press tour. “His reaction is what helps 
give her credibility.” When Samantha 
talks, Phoenix reacts, his keen green eyes 
absorbing her words while his expressive 
eyebrows furrow down in frustration or 
lift up in wonderment. In some single¬ 
take stretches, all he does is react, quietly 
going from cranky to enchanted to crack¬ 
ing up as she convinces him to stop sulk¬ 
ing and get out of bed. 

Jonze started work on the script dur¬ 
ing the last months of postproduction 
on Where the Wild Things Are, the same 
stretch in which Phoenix was freaking 
out the media. They barely knew each 
other, so Jonze didn’t know what to 
believe. “That Letterman performance, 

I saw it on YouTube when it came out, 
and it was so convincing I didn’t think he 
could be faking it,” Jonze admits. “I loved 
it either way. So fearless! To not care, to 
really not care what anyone thinks of him 
on that level, is just so punk rock.” 

Jonze had admired Phoenix’s past 
movies—“He’s so alive onscreen; he’s so 
surprising”—but didn’t know if Phoenix 
was actually retired, or if the man nomi¬ 
nated for awards for playing madman, 
killer and drunk was right for cuddly 
Theodore, Jonze’s most personal role. 

The week Jonze finished his final 
draft of Her, he went to the actor’s house 
and showed him the script. “That open¬ 
ness and that playfulness and realness 
and honestness, it’s exactly who he is,” 
Jonze says. “There’s nothing pretentious 
about him. I realized, ‘Oh, this is a guy 
who takes his work seriously but doesn’t 
take himself seriously’ Within the first 
10 minutes, I knew he was the guy that I 
wanted to be in this movie.” 

With no visible co-star besides minor 
parts played by Amy Adams, Olivia Wilde, 
Rooney Mara and Chris Pratt, Phoenix’s 
face fills the screen. “The name of the 
camera was very close to my fucking eye,” 
he groans. To help the actor feel comfort¬ 
able under such close scrutiny, Jonze 
winnowed the production down to as few 
as six crew members, with original voice 
actress Samantha Morton around the cor¬ 
ner saying her lines from inside a pl 5 rwood 
box. (Johansson was dubbed in during the 
editing process, when Jonze realized he 
needed a voice with more confidence and 
immediacy than what he and Morton had 
originally conceived, though he hastens to 
add, “Samantha deserves credit for giving 
Joaquin and the movie and me so much.”) 

“The environment on set was very 
intimate. Everybody respected and was 
affected by what Joaquin was doing,” 
Jonze says. “When we’d cut, the set 
would stay quiet. That’s really special.” 

Phoenix, of course, brushes off compli- 
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ments. “As long as you’re not visibly shak¬ 
ing in front of a camera, anyone could give 
a great performance with the right script 
and the right director.” He saves his praise 
for the cast of the new Star Trek, a film he 
adores, calling their work “fucking brilliant.” 

He insists, “It’s even more difficult to 
stand with a half-made, fake-ass fucking 
set with some weird fucking wig and say a 
bunch of technical dialogue and not have 
the benefit of people going, ‘Well, this is 
important work, so let’s give it its space.’ 
Everyone’s going, ‘C’mon, jerk-off! Let’s 
do this!’” 

Maybe he’ll do a blockbuster like that 
someday. Maybe he won’t. “I love com¬ 
edies, and I love action movies,” he says. 
For now, he again feels like an actor who’s 
confident about his options. 


“I’m sure there were times when I 
went, ‘Oh, fuck, it’s going to be hard to do 
the movies that I want to do after this. Am 
I going to be battling this shit?”’ Phoenix 
admits of his I’m Still Here experiment. 

He shrugs. “But you’re always battling 
some shit that you fucking said, so it 
doesn’t really make a difference.” 

To prove he has mended all possible 


fences, Phoenix’s next film. The Immigrant, 
is by Two Lovers director James Gray, who 
has forgiven him for hijacking their last 
publicity tour. Did Gray make Holl 5 rwood’s 
most unpredictable prankster pinkie-swear 
he won’t pull that stunt again? “No, we 
didn’t,” Phoenix pledges, suddenly looking 
serious. “We didn’t make jokes about that.” 
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9t's not about being the best, 
it's about being better than 
you were yesterday.

The Best Movies 
of 2013 

Yes, GraWty makes it. Also, a superior sex comedy

H ere’s where I write about how hard 
it is to draw up a 10-best list at 
the end of the year. Except it isn’t: 

I think of drawing up a list as an honor 
and a necessity, a way of putting the past 
12 months of moviegoing into some sort 
of perspective—if not necessarily into 
any semblance of order—before moving 
on to the next. Beyond the first three or 
four titles, the order is mutable. How do 
you rank a comedy against a drama that 
moved you deeply, or a documentary that 
challenged or delighted you? It’s impos¬ 
sible, so I don’t sweat it. And this is, of 
course, a very personal and thus idiosyn¬ 
cratic list of 11 movies. The main thing is 
to take stock of the movies worth caring 
about, and 2013 brought plenty of choices. 
Here are the pictures I loved best: 


the director and his lead actresses, Adele 
Exarchopoulos and Lea Seydoux. But as 
beautifully carnal as those scenes are, it’s 
the movie’s tenderness that sticks with 
you. Falling in love is easy; it’s the end of 
love that tells you what you’re made of, 
and Blue’s willingness to face that truth 
makes it devastating. 



GRAVITY 

Alfonso Cuaron’s lyrical and terrifying 
3D adventure was one of the biggest 
blockbusters of the year, but maybe 
now’s the time to take a few spacewalk 
steps away from it and consider how 
meditative it is. Some found Sandra Bull¬ 
ock’s not-so-interior monologues a bit 
taxing, but her performance connects 
with something beyond words. Gravity 
explores both wonder and the thing that 
makes wonder possible: despair. It’s har¬ 
rowing and comforting, intimate and glo¬ 
rious, the kind of movie that makes you 
feel more connected to the world rather 
than less. 


BLUE IS THE WARMEST COLOR 

The hot topic of conversation surround¬ 
ing Abdellatif Kechiche’s three-hour 
drama about love, desire and loss is the 
explicit nature of the sex scenes—plus, the 
reported after-the-fact squabbles between 


INSIDE LLEWYN DAVIS 

This is Joel and Ethan Coen’s warmest, 
most emotionally direct movie—and pos¬ 
sibly their best. Oscar Isaac gives a sterling 
performance as a dislikable (if gifted) folk 
singer in 1961 New York. The music he 
plays is ostensibly all about connecting with 
humanity; he just can’t get the hang of it in 
real life. To borrow a line from an old, old 
song that also figured in a Coen brothers 
movie, he really is a man of constant sorrow. 

MUCH ADO ABOUT NOTHING 

Joss Whedon got a bunch of his friends 
together and, Judy Garland and Mickey 
Rooney-style, said, “Let’s put on a show!” 
The result is one of the most exuberant 
movies of the year, filmed in and around 
Whedon’s own house and featuring a 
marvelous cast of actors (particularly 
Amy Acker, a Beatrice who’s both flinty 
and a little loopy). Shakespeare in the 
park is great, but Shakespeare in the back 
yard is even better. 

FRANCES HA 

Noah Baumbach and his star and co¬ 
writer, Greta Gerwig, explore anxiety and 
joy in this story about an aimless late- 
twentysomething in New York. A movie 
for anyone who ever felt lost in the world, 
or even just below 14th Street. 
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THE TO DO LIST 

The outlandishly talented Aubrey Plaza 
plays a sexually naive young woman who 
gets ready for her first year of college by 
drawing up a list of blush-inducing goals 
for herself The picture—directed by Mag¬ 
gie Carey of Upright Citizens Brigade—is 
raw, as you’d expect, and wickedly funny 
For years now, women have been told we 
need to “take charge” of our sexuality. Well, 
sure—but The To Do List understands it’s a 
job that really demands a wrangler. 



BEFORE MIDNIGHT 

Richard Linklater, Julie Delpy and Ethan 
Hawke made a painfully articulate movie 
about a couple, together for years and 
now raising kids, who hit a big bump in 
the road. These are characters many of us 
have loved since Linklater’s 1995 Before 
Sunrise. To see them so unhappy is excru¬ 
ciating; to see them pull through, as it 
appears they do, brings not just relief, but 
also hope for the rest of us sorry souls. 


STORIES WE TELL 

The book world has gone memoir-crazy, an 
unfortunate development: It’s exhausting 
to be asked to care about so many not-that- 
interesting lives. But Sarah Polley’s movie- 
as-memoir is something else, a strange 
and wonderful little picture that considers 
the myriad ways in which a single fam¬ 
ily’s story can be told—only to conclude 
that there’s no such thing as one definitive 
story. This is a film unlike any other. 

20 FEET FROM STARDOM 

Morgan Neville’s beautifully constructed 
documentary isn’t just a movie about 
backup singers, the unsung heroes of at 
least 1,001 records you love; it’s also a 
meditation on the joy and possible heart¬ 
break of singing out for the love of it, 
rather than for the glory. 

DESPICABLE ME 2 

Some like their animation tasteful; oth¬ 
ers go for the id. Pierre Coffin and Chris 
Renaud’s follow-up to 2010’s delightfully 
disreputable Despicable Me is the antidote 
for those who don’t worship at the feet of 
Miyazaki. This rambunctious exercise in 
ridiculosity features a terrific voice per¬ 
formance from Steve Carell and a bonus: 
about 50 percent more Minions! 

DARK SKIES 

In the 1990s, the era of The X-Files, we 
couldn’t get enough of alien-abduction 
stories. But almost nobody went to see 
Scott Stewart’s Dark Skies, a well-made, 
melancholy little picture that takes the 


measure of our current national anxiety 
just as Joseph Ruben’s dream-family 
nightmare The Stepfather took the Reagan 
era’s. Dark Skies didn’t screen for critics, 
an increasingly common practice that still 
leads people to assume a movie is “bad”— 
another kind of alien brain-hijacking, 
when you think about it. Lovers of the 
wonderful J.K. Simmons, in particular, 
should have a look: He plays an alien spe¬ 
cialist and crazy cat-daddy, though, in the 
end, he’s not so crazy after all. 

And don’t forget: David O. Russell’s 
American Hustle for its disco-ball dazzle 
and Baz Luhrmann’s The Great Gatsby 
for sheer braggadocio; Something In the 
Air, Olivier Assayas’ semi-autobiograph- 
ical sketch of a kid growing up in Paris, 
post-1968; After Tiller, Martha Shane and 


Lana Wilson’s morally complex docu¬ 
mentary about the few remaining doc¬ 
tors in America who perform late-term 
abortions; The Butler, from Lee Daniels, 
a mini pop history of black America from 
the 1950s to 2008; Joseph Gordon-Levitt’s 
sweet, sure-footed directorial debut, Don 
Jon; Best Man Holiday, Malcolm D. Lee’s 
sequel to The Best Man, a comedy-drama 
with tons of life packed into it; The Past, 
in which acclaimed Iranian filmmaker 
Asghar Farhadi gets in touch with his 
inner Douglas Sirk; Paul Schrader’s The 
Canyons, messy, problematic, but alive, 
thanks to Lindsay Lohan’s scraped-raw 
performance; Paolo Sorrentino’s lush, 
mournfully poetic The Great Beauty (and 
guys! Take some style tips from impecca¬ 
bly appointed leading man Toni Servillo).

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Pork Stew for the Seoul 

Seoulmate makes good Korean-Mexi burritos 
but its best dish is pure Korean-mom food

Y ou’re a few blocks from Cal 
State Long Beach on Seventh 
Street and directly across from 
Woodrow Wilson High. For a moment, 
you consider parking somewhere at the 
school because Seoulmate—the Korean 
burrito joint where you’re about to eat 
lunch—is nothing but a walk-up window 
under a pink A-frame roof, and it doesn’t 
have parking. There’s a 
30-minute loading zone, 
but that’s it. You decide, 
however, to leave your 
car at the Starbucks 
lot around the corner 
because it’s so cold that 
you could use a hot bev¬ 
erage from there after¬ 
ward. But as you walk, 
the storm clouds above 
you get more ominous. It 
has poured all morning, 
and you were hoping the 
current respite from the 
rain would last at least 
through your lunch. And 
you’re concerned because 
dining at Seoulmate 
means eating al fresco in 
its small courtyard. 

You stroll up to the win¬ 
dow. Owner Jason Kang, a 
lean twenty-ish gent with 
a goatee and baseball cap, 
asks if you’re eating there. 

You answer affirmatively, 
and he responds, “Which 
table would you like?” You 
point to the only one with 
an umbrella. “Let me wipe 
it down for you and turn 
on the heater,” he says as 
he skips out from a side 
door with a towel. 

In the meantime, you 
mull over your choices: 
eight dishes and two des¬ 
serts on a menu nailed to 
the side of the building. 

When he returns behind 
the register, you ask Kang 
how big the bibimbap is. 

He looks over at his chef, 

Michael Martinez, who 
pauses from sauteing onions on a flattop 
griddle to show the aluminum to-go con¬ 
tainer it’s served in. “I can’t finish it,” Marti¬ 
nez adds. Since Martinez is a grizzly bear of 
a man, and you already asked for a bulgogi 
burrito and the kimchi pork stew, you put 
in the order—but for later, as takeout. 

The next downpour starts when you’re 
huddled under the umbrella. You hear the 
rain hitting the fabric above you: rap-tap- 
tap. Though you barely feel its warmth, 
the heater begins to hiss as it vapor¬ 
izes the droplets on contact. But you’re 


immune from hypothermia because now 
you have the stew. As you take your first 
sip from the Styrofoam container, you 
realize there’s no food more perfect, more 
suited for frigid, wet weather than this— 
Seoulmate’s signature dish. It’s a recipe 
that Kang simply calls “Mom’s kimchi 
pork stew.” You hunch over it as you eat, 
your face warmed by its vapors, your soul 


invigorated by the smell of garlic. In this 
lava-red broth float cubes of tofu, strips 
of pork belly and seemingly never-ending 
layers of kimchi. You moisten a mound 
of rice with it, the whole thing emitting 
curls of steam that shroud your entire 
head. And then, as the spice builds up in 
your mouth, you actually begin to sweat, 
frigidity be damned. 

When you start on the foil-wrapped 
bulgogi burrito, you only need a quarter 
of it; it’s a behemoth, filled with a cilan- 
tro-and-lime-infused rice that’s its best 


feature. Most important, it’s perhaps the 
first Korean-Mexican burrito in this post- 
Kogi world that feels unforced. When 
you eat it, you’re not thinking about how 
there’s kimchi instead of pico de gallo, 
sesame-oil-scented bulgogi instead of 
came asada; you’re thinking about how 
good a burrito it is, one that has somehow 
managed to transcend its fusion-y nov¬ 
elty. There are two other 
burritos, one with spicy 
pork instead of bulgogi, 
and the Running Man, 
named after the popular 
Korean reality series with 
which Kang is currently 
obsessed, an omelet- 
and-kimchi-filled tortilla 
pillow that contains 
melted cheese and plain 
white rice instead of 
that ambrosial cilantro- 
and-lime concoction he 
should use on everything. 

With your face 
warmed to a rosy pink 
and beads of perspiration 
accumulating on your 
brow, you go to the win¬ 
dow to pick up the order 
of bibimbap. You add a 
good-looking spicy-pork 
combo plate to it and a 
few more chocolate chip 
cookies to the one that 
Kang included for free. 

He has even added a 
poem apologizing for the 
bad parking: “So many 
places to eat & so little 
time; we’re so happy, 
you’re making us rhyme; 
& our parking isn’t the 
best; so a cookie for you, 
our guest.” 

Later for dinner, you 
eat the tender red flaps of 
spicy pork with its salad 
and rice, and then heat 
up the bibimbap, mixing 
in the brick-red pepper 
and sesame paste. Mar¬ 
tinez was right: though 
it contains no meat—just 
veggies and a sunny-side-up egg—it’s 
more food than one person can eat alone. 
But it’s in the safety and warmth of your 
home that you now remember with fond¬ 
ness the experience of eating that stew in 
the rain, as well as how you forgot to step 
into that Starbucks.

A S you drive west on Westminster 
Avenue, past Goldenwest Street, Little 
Saigon fades into the background, and 
Westminster turns into a time warp. Italian 
and Mexican restaurants startoutnumbering 
pho palaces; the city's last working-class 
white dive bars begin to emerge. Shopping 
plazas—^the dominant form of commerce 
in the city—^turn into storefronts that show 
their age. It's in this unassuming district 
where South Americans are asserting their 
identity as nowhere else in OC. 

Oh, it's just a minor wave, really: the 
Colombian grocery store Sara's Mercado, a 
couple of attorneys, and I'm even counting 
a Costa Rican restaurant that closed years 
ago even though it was technically Central 
American. Joining the emerging area last 
month is Miraflores Peruvian Express, a dive 
that transformed its drab strip-mall setting 
into a charming wonderland. Daily specials 
are hand-written in multicolored fonts on a 
blackboard and sandwich board; the interior 
is ringed with photos and silhouettes of Lima's 
Miraflores coastal district, depicting its most 
iconic features, including the world-famous 
ElBeso(J\\e Kiss) statue of an embracing 
couple on a bench located in the appropri¬ 
ately titled Love Park. And, more often than 
not, the two young ladies who run Miraflores 
enlist their younger female relatives to help 
take orders—charming to the max. 

Even better than Miraflores' aesthetic, 
though, is its food—unapologetically 
Peruvian and outstanding. Given the small 
kitchen space, it offers a limited menu, so 
you can expect dishes that have penetrated 
DC's palate: awesome polio a la brasa, 
puckering ceviches, spreads of tallarm that 
resemble the tastiest mounds of noodles 
since a trip through Little Italy. Even better 
are rarities such as anticuchos (skewers of 
beef heart as delicate as tongue) and agua- 
dito de polio, a chicken soup turned nearly 
emerald thanks to the spicy presence of aji; 
the $5 bowl is large enough to feed three. 
Miraflores is even offering turrones (a mas¬ 
sive nougat bar), and I could've sworn the 
owners made a tray of botifarra, Peru's most 
famous sandwich, the other day.... 

Miraflores is planning even more—^there's 
a big counter that seems to be getting prepped 
forto-go meals, a smaller one already hosting 
empanadas, and the large dining room and 
flat-screen televisions scream for karaoke 
nights. And when your meal is finished, as you 
waddle out the door, the owners give you a 
business card and candies of chicha morada, 
as delightful as the entirety of this place. Viva 
Little South America!

Snailing Toward 
Success 

Chari Reyes of the Ensaymada Project 


I learned of Chari Reyes a few months ago 
while researching the Ensaymada Proj¬ 
ect. With a modest production kitchen 
tucked away in Tustin, she perfected a 
recipe for a doughy sweet Filipino dessert 
I grew up on. I met with Chari between 
batches to elaborate on family baking and 
her messed-up commute. 

OC WEEKLY: iTow would you describe an 
ensaymada to someone unfamiliar? 

CHARI REYES: It is a really soft dough, 
rolled and snailed [swirled] by hand 
with the best butter. It is then allowed 
to rise and baked to a very very light 
golden brown. When slightly cooled, 
our original one is smothered in sweet 
buttercream, and then dusted with 
Parmesan cheese. It has to be super- 
soft, with a melt-in-your-mouth feel. If 
you’ve had the right one, you’d want to 
eat the whole dozen. Of course, we have 
stretched the boundaries of the classic 
Filipino versions and have added a lot of 
American flavors. 

Can you tell us the secret to making a per¬ 
fect ensaymada? 

The secret is to never rush them. From 
the first proof to snailing to the second 
proof, we pay so much attention to each 
one, snailing them to perfection. It must 
be done by hand. 

What is your favorite flavor? 

The new red velvet. 

Your earliest food memory: 

Growing up, I always had what’s called 
arroz caldo—rice in chicken soup with 
a bit of saffron, which gives it a yellow 
tinge. And of course, we always had my 
mother’s homemade ensaymadas around 
the house. 

Your best recent food find: 

Absolutely love the yakitori at Torihei

in Torrance, especially the liver in teri- 
yaki sauce. 

Favorite places to eat (besides your own): 
Santouka Ramen, Islands and Korean 
barbecue [places]. 

Most undervalued ingredient: 

Probably fish sauce, otherwise known as 
patis. Anything is elevated to umami level 
with it. 

Culinarily speaking, Orange County has 
the best: 

Pho, especially the one with oxtail meat. 
Weirdest customer request (and did you 
do it?): 

We recently attended the Las Vegas 
Foodie Fest with our friends at the White 
Rabbit food truck. They make amazing 
Filipino fusion food, such as a to-die-for 
pork sisig. [The truck is] named after the 
Chinese candy. White Rabbit. An5rway, a 
customer came up and asked for a rabbit- 
flavored ensaymada. After a little back 
and forth and realizing what he was ask¬ 
ing for, it took all we had to not bust out 
laughing. And no, we did not have any 
rabbit ensaymadas. 

Favorite meal growing up: 

I loved my mom’s “meal in one,” as we 
called it. It was spaghetti noodles topped 
with corned beef, corn kernels and bread 
crumbs with some butter chunks. It was 
baked to create a crispy crust. It sounds 
like a strange combination, but it intro¬ 
duced the term “delicious” to me. 

When is the storefront coming? 

I see it rising next year.

Shrimp and sweet potato fritters at Vien Dong 


he tables at Vien Dong are under¬ 
sized for the amount of food it 
serves—$50 will blanket an entire 
four-top and leave platters of herbs and 
rice noodles precariously balanced above 
the main dishes. The tantalizing scent of 
cha ca Thang Long, turmeric-marinated 
catfish grilled on a hot iron with dill and 
onions, permeates the whole place. What 
you’ll see next to it on most tables, though, 
is a northern Vietnamese speciality: shrimp 
and sweet potato fritters—bank tom co ngu 
in Vietnamese. 

It’s a messy, brown, oily pile; it doesn’t 
photograph well at all, but that doesn’t 
matter. Somehow, this perfect marriage 
of shrimp and yam has escaped American 
eyes. The dish is barely contained on its 
platter; as you tear off pieces of food barely 
bound together with batter, you’ll jettison 
just the right amount of herbs to wrap up 
the fried treat. And despite the fact that

both shrimp and yams are sweet, they bal¬ 
ance each other, though you’ll want to add 
a dab of pickled chile paste before dunking 
your lettuce-and-yam burrito in the dip¬ 
ping sauce. It’s enormously satisfying, and 
the portion is big enough for that four-top 
to share before diving into the grilled fish 
undoubtedly on order. 

Incidentally, the shrimp shells are fried 
crispy so you can eat them; don’t pick apart 
the dish, or you’ll end up with orange bits 
all over your shirt.

Bull Market Martini 

I 've never been big on flavored martinis, 
unless the flavor is the salty fallout from a 
buff green olive on the toothpick I've bitten 
and stirred back into the drink. The citrus-y 
Bull Market Martini is changing my hard-line 
stance like a day trader watching his precious 
pork belly stocks free fall. It's being served 
at the Cinepolis Luxury 
Cinemas in Laguna Niguel 
and Rancho Santa Margarita 
to mark the Christmas Day 
opening of Martin Scorsese's The 
Wolf of Wall Street \Nh\ch has been 
buzzed about as the perfect bookend 
to Goodfellas an6 Casino. 

When I order a martini, I usually go 
straight-up with gin, but the Bull Mar¬ 
ket floods the market with premium gin 
(Hendrick's) and vodka (Grey Goose). The 
ultra-smooth French vodka and Scottish gin 
known for bold hints of juniper, coriander, 
cucumber and rose petals make a winning 
base for the drink. 

THE DRINK 

But it's the slight citrus-peel flavor , Ank*. 
also infused in Hendrick's that pig- 




gybacks onto another Bull Market Martini 
ingredient: Lillet Blanc, a French aperitif wine 
composed partly of citrus liqueurs made from 
orange peels. To keep all that vitamin C from 
giving you a cavity, the martini is served with 
a lemon twist, so it's at once sweet, sour, 
bold, complex, buy, sell and ... 

I'm totally wiped out. 

Or at least I would have been had I 
drained more than one large glass. The great 
thing about a martini is you can nurse one 

- ^ all night (or a movie's 

-/ 179-minute running time). 

That makes it a worthy 
$13 investment because you 
lushes would normally order 
two or seven $9 drinks. Bonus fun 
comes from keeping your big martini 
glass full enough to spill a little on 
the carpet as you make air quotes like 
Arrested Development’s Lucille Bluth.

The Anchorman saga’s secret? Will Ferrell’s generosity

he audience that shows up for 
a comedy is the most tyranni¬ 
cal of all. Their very presence is 
the equivalent of a school-yard bully’s 
challenge: “Go ahead—make me laugh.” 
Which is why there’s danger in follow¬ 
ing up a hit comedy with a sequel, even 
nine years after the fact. Adam McKay’s 
2004 Anchorman: The Legend of Ron 
Burgundy, starring Will Ferrell as a ’70s 
TV anchorboob, was not only a hit, but 
it nosed its way almost immediately into 
the comedy pantheon, as well. Guys you 
really wouldn’t want to date, and maybe 
some you would, insisted on quoting it 
wholesale—“Stay classy” now has a per¬ 
manent spot in the vernacular. And so the 
appearance of Anchorman 2: The Legend 
Continues, also directed by McKay, raises 
a two-pronged question: Could a sequel 
ever measure up? And if so, do we really 
want it to? 

The good news is that Anchorman 2 
is pretty funny. It’s also more rambling 
and hit-or-miss than its predecessor, 
which means, thankfully, it’s less likely 
to become what we euphemistically call 
iconic: In other words, fewer annoying 
guys will be inspired to quote it. You may 
very well laugh when Ferrell’s Burgundy— 
who has left San Diego for the much 
bigger pond known as New York, only to 
fail spectacularly—tries to hang himself 
from a visibly fragile fluorescent light

flxture. But you’re not likely to re-enact it 
at home. 

Burgundy survives that lame suicide 
attempt, of course, prompted by his 
depression at having lost his big New 
York job, even as his co-anchor wife, 
Christina Applegate’s delectably named 
Veronica Corningstone, becomes a rag¬ 
ing success. The disparity prompts a split 
between the two, and Burgundy is miser¬ 
able until he’s offered a gig at a brand- 
new station. He scoffs at the concept 
as it’s outlined to him: a 24-hour news 
network? It’ll never fly! But he comes 
around and decides to reassemble his old 
San Diego news team, all of whom have 
moved on to other ventures. Paul Rudd’s 
man-on-the-scene correspondent and 
sex god Brian Fantana is a kitten photog¬ 
rapher; David Koechner’s sportscaster 
Champ Kind now runs a fast-food fran¬ 
chise whose specialty resembles chicken 


but actually boasts a bigger profit margin 
(hint: he calls it “Chicken of the Cave”); 
and Steve Carell’s Dada-dense weather- 
caster Brick Tamland is dead—but not for 
long. Burgundy collects the whole gang 
in his RV—the license plate reads, charac¬ 
teristically, STYNCLSY—and totes them 
back to New York, where they make their 
mark by reporting only upbeat news that 
makes people feel good about America. 

Most of Anchorman 2 is utterly, indefen¬ 
sibly ridiculous, and as with all reasonably 
ambitious comedies, it at times pushes the 
boundaries of good taste. When Burgundy 
first meets his new boss, Linda Jackson 
(Meagan Good), a take-charge type and 
woman of color, his jaw hangs open like 
that of a hooked tuna. “Oh. Black!” he 
blurts out, a marvelous take on the uni¬ 
versal human fear of saying absolutely, 
positively the wrong thing. Other gags 
wobble off the mark: When he and Linda 
begin dating, he insults her exceedingly 
well-mannered family by talking jive—his 
version of it, an 5 rway—at the dinner table. 
In the trademark Burgundy manner, he 
bumbles along confidently, but the jokes 
are just too forced. They’re crass, yet 
maybe not crass enough. 

Anchorman 2, which was written by 
Ferrell and McKay, is better when it 
gives in to absolute absurdity: A sight gag 
involving a slo-mo RV crash is totally, 
dismissively dumb, but the fact that it’s set 
to Captain and Tennille’s “Muskrat Love” 
makes it inexplicably hilarious. A parade 
of fine actors show up in cameos and 
small roles. That laff-riot of the century 
Harrison Ford turns up as a tight-ass sta¬ 
tion manager, and the performance works, 
not least because Ford always looks a bit 
constipated to begin with. Kristen Wiig 


plays an inept secretary who becomes 
dim-bulb Brick’s love interest: They reach 
out to each other with out-there lines of 
dialogue that meet somewhere in the mid¬ 
dle like wriggly sine waves—their Martian 
chemistry is wonderful. And John C. 

Reilly shows up as the ghost of Stonewall 
Jackson. Because, well, why not? 

With those eyes that are a little too 
close together and that confident swagger 
that looks as if it could disintegrate into a 
pratfall at any time, Ferrell makes a grand 
ringleader for all this nonsense. A few 
years ago, when he was making film after 
film, he became dangerously overexposed: 
A little of his pompous demeanor goes a 
long way. But he’s an inherently generous 
performer, which is rare for big comic 
actors—they need the spotlight like fish 
need water, and they usually just drink 
it all. Ferrell doesn’t demand to be the 
center of attention at all times. He’s good 
at opening up the space around him for 
his fellow performers. That may provide a 
clue into what made that hrst Anchorman 
so successful, as well as into what makes 
the sequel tick. The laughs in Anchorman 
2 have less to do with the gags themselves 
than with the elasticity of the space 
between them. Ferrell keeps those chan¬ 
nels wide open, creating room for all sorts 
of weirdness to sneak through. He’s a 
good neighbor to his fellow actors. That’s 
just his way of STYNCLSY.

AMERICAN HUSTLE There may not be 

much behind the sparkling tinsel cur¬ 
tain of David 0. Russell's extraordinarily 
entertaining American Hustle. But what 
a curtain! Christian Bale in an endear¬ 
ingly artificial hairpiece, Amy Adams 
in a series of slippery '70s dresses cut 
down to there, Jennifer Lawrence in 
a tousled blond updo, two parts Ellen 
Barkin to one part Angie Dickinson: 
There's tons of artifice in American 
Hustle, but it's not the special-effects 
kind. Bale plays Bronx-born con artist 
Irving Rosenfeld: In the opening, he 
carefully spirit-glues fake hair onto his 
cue ball pate. His main squeeze, Sydney 
Prosser (Adams), is a vixen who speaks 
with a pinkie-up British accent—though 
she's really from Albuquerque—and 


she's Irving's partner in a number of 
naughty little schemes. They're in love 
and desperately happy, but for two 
complications: They've attracted the 
attention of loose-cannon FBI agent 
Richie DiMaso (Bradley Cooper, in a 
decidedly unsexiest-man-alive man- 
perm), who offers a deal if they'll help 
snare a few baddies. Plus, Irving has 
a wife and a kid, and he's principled 
enough to want to stick by them. And 
so he does, even after wife Rosalyn, 
played by Lawrence, nearly sets the 
family home aflame by falling asleep 
under a sunlamp: Lawrence makes 
her entrance like a harlequin, her 
face half crimson. Russell, hardly the 
most sensual of filmmakers, delights 
in Lawrence, which may be one rea¬ 
son the movie works so well. You'd 
never credit him with a light touch. 
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but American Hustle cruises along 
like a line of wedding guests doing the 
Electric Slide. Its plot mechanics are 
impossible to take seriously and yet 
deeply pleasurable to parse, right up to 
the who's-screwing-whom ending. (R)

SAVING MR. BANKS How stubborn 
was Walt Disney? He spent 26 years 
wheedling Mary Poppins author PL 
Travers to sell him the film rights to her 
book. Travers thought he was a hack 
who would louse up her story with car¬ 
toon penguins. Walt thought she was a 
pest. And half a century after his magic 
nanny movie scored 13 Oscar nomina¬ 
tions, his studio has polished up his 
heroic quest like a bronze of Alexander 
the Great liberating Egypt. Suck on that 
spoonful, old lady. Saving Mr. Banks, 
a fictionalized account of two weeks 
Travers spent on the lot in Burbank, 
is proof that Walt has thawed and 
secretly reclaimed Disney's reins. To 
play himself he's cast no less than Tom 
Hanks, America's dad. Hanks' Walt has 
a soft belly, a hard head, and the twang 
of a boy raised on a Missouri farm. 
Instead of out-arguing Travers' qualms, 
he simply smothers them in sugar. 
Against a charmer like that, Emma 
Thompson's tweedy Travers doesn't 
stand a chance, not that director John 
Lee Hancock gives her one. Audiences 
who love Disney's Mary Poppins are 
forced here to dislike its author, who 
loathes everything about it: the musi¬ 
cal ditties, Dick Van Dyke, even Mr. 
Banks' mustache. Thompson's Travers 
is as unpleasant as a pine needle pil¬ 
low. In reality, Travers was a feisty, 
stereotype-breaking bisexual—a single 
mom who adopted a baby in her 40s, 
studied Zen mediation, and published 
erotica. Now that's a character worth 
slapping onscreen, instead of this stiff 
stereotype. In a Hollywood where men 
still pen 85 percent of all films, there's 
something sour in a movie that roots 
against a woman who asserted her 
artistic control.

THE HOBBIT: THE DESOLATION OF 
SMAUG Elves snore, it turns out. 

Their maidens make teensy-peen jokes 
and pine for the hottest of dwarves. 
And Bilbo Baggins now punches his 
sword right through the trachea of a 
goblin—and then looks rather proud 
of himself. Now more than ever, the 
Middle Earth films of Peter Jackson 
are less adaptations of the novels of 
J.R.R. Tolkien than they are the fullest 
realization of the fantasy-entertain¬ 
ment complex the Oxford don's pasto¬ 
rals have inspired. Here are the proper 
nouns and broad outlines of Tolkien's 
gentle stories, but play-acted with the 
thunderous swords-and-sorcery hero¬ 
ics of the pulps, the creature-building 
zeal of Ray Harryhausen and young 
George Lucas, the wouldn't-it-be-cool 
riffing of cosplay and fanfic, and a 
belief in self-improvement through 
joyous, comic violence. There's much 
to adore in Jackson's latest Christmas 
pudding, despite its garish extrava¬ 
gance, its moral cluelessness, its 
disorganized bulk, and its discomfiting 
belief that battle is a kind of weapon- 
ized freeze tag, where any touch of the 
good guy's axe or sword means the 
bad guy immediately collapses. It's as 
packed with highlights as its prede¬ 
cessor was stripped of them: better- 
than-usual ore raids, a horrific spider 
attack, much more dragon than you'd 
expect, an exuberant river escape 
that somehow turns into the old Super 
Nintendo game Donkey Kong Country, 
a too-quick visit with a were-bear. Not 


that the result is always transcendent; 
the only interior conflict is whether 
head dwarf Thorin (Richard Armitage) 
will share his gold pile once he gets 
his mitts on it, and every moment 
of balletic elf fighting—and there's 
heaps—feels invented to top the previ¬ 
ous films, doing so more often in car- 
toonishness than in impact. (PG-13)

HOMEFRONT Once upon a time—the 
1980s—you could walk into a movie 
theater any day of the year, plop down 
a few bucks, and watch one man kick 
another man's ass. Not every action 
flick was great, but most were good 
enough, the film equivalent of pizza. 
Back then, Jason Statham, the star of 
the new action drama Homefront —and 
another two dozen just like it—would 
have been a forgettable punching 
bag. Today, he's an action lover's last 
hope. Today's stunt heroes don't have 
Arnold Schwarzenegger's swagger, 
Jean-Claude Van Damme's splits, or 
Sylvester Stallone's operatic flop- 
sweat. Statham has no hook, not even 
a memorable mustache. Instead, he 
seems glumly determined to convince 
us he can act. Statham plays ex-DEA 
agent Phil Broker, hiding in Louisiana 
from a gang he busted. When his nine- 
year-old daughter punches the school 
bully in the nose, she precipitates a 
chain of clan violence, angering the 
boy's redneck mom (Kate Bosworth, 
improbably), her drug-dealing brother 
(James Franco, ironically), his biker 
girlfriend (Winona Ryder, unabash¬ 
edly), and her outlaw acquaintances, 
who are thrilled the fed who set up 
their friends has resurfaced. I'd pay 
good money for a spin-off about 
Bosworth and Franco's swamp family, 
with their high cheekbones and violent 
glee. Imagine their Christmas cards. 
Alas, we're stuck in this flick, which 
builds to a deadly climax designed 
to vindicate stand-your-ground laws. 
Statham can deliver the hits—he liter¬ 
ally fights two men with his hands tied 
behind his back—and here he offi¬ 
cially passes the Schwarzenegger Star 
Test: playing a regular American guy 
without masking his European accent. 
He needs to make us love him, though.

THE HUNGER GAMES: CATCHING 
FIRE Both Stephenie Meyer's Twilight 
and Suzanne Collins' Hunger Games 
sagas invert Jan and Dean's Surf City 
ideal. Two boys for every girl! That 
ought to double the fun, but really it 
only multiplies the headaches. Jennifer 
Lawrence's earthy enchantress, 

Katniss Everdeen, is just figuring that 
out in The Hunger Games: Catching 
Fire, directed by Francis Lawrence 
(taking the reins from Gary Ross), 
which picks up exactly where the first 
movie left off. Katniss has survived the 
kid-killing-kid games, thanks to her 
crackerjack archery skills and even 
more impressive disdain for authority. 
Her district co-competitor, Peeta (Josh 
Hutcherson), who is not-so-secretly 
in love with her, has survived, too, but 
Katniss isn't sure how she feels. She's 
been best friends forever with another 
lad. Gale (Liam Hemsworth), and as 
Catching Fire opens, he catches her 
off-guard and plants one hell of a 
confusing kiss on her lips. Katniss may 
not have room in her life for one guy. 
What's she supposed to do with two? 
As it turns out, mere survival takes 
up most of her time. The evil elders of 
Panem—led by Donald Sutherland, a 
naughty big-daddy silver fox if ever 
there was one—recognize that her 
rebellious streak and celebrity status 
threaten their omnipotence. Their solu¬ 
tion: forcing her to her compete in an 
all-star Hunger Games playoff, devis¬ 
ing even deadlier challenges than the 
last time. Catching Fire suffers from 


the movie equivalent of middle-book 
syndrome: The story is on its way to 
being something, maybe, but doesn't 
add up to much itself. Still, it's enter¬ 
taining as civics lessons go, and it's a 
more polished, assured picture than 
its predecessor. {PG-13) Stephanie 
Zacharek. Countywide. 

NEBRASKA When your eyes are old, 
it's hard to read the fine print. Add 
boredom, gullibility, and desperation to 
leave some cash to family when you 
die, and you're ripe for exploitation. In 
Alexander Payne's endearingly gruff 
Nebraska, ex-auto mechanic Woody 
Grant (Bruce Dern, with a wild, white 
puff of hair) plays a sucker senior 
citizen who believes he's won the mil¬ 
lions a sweepstakes letter teases him 
with. But our sympathies are with his 
exasperated sons, David and Ross (Will 
Forte and Bob Odenkirk), who must gin¬ 
gerly convince their father that he's a 
fool. Naturally, he thinks they're morons 
for not immediately offering to drive 
him from Billings, Montana, to Lincoln, 
Nebraska, to claim his winning check. 
To keep Woody from walking alone— 
not that wife Kate (June Squibb) would 
mind being a widow—needier David 
reluctantly chauffeurs him while trying 
and failing to steer the old alcoholic 
away from bars. Argues Woody, "Beer 
ain't drinking." Nebraska sounds like a 
saccharine road trip flick, the type that 
ends in a hug. David wishes it were, but 
Woody couldn't care less about fam¬ 
ily bonding. When David asks why he 
even bothered to marry and spawn two 
sons. Woody grunts, "I liked to screw, 
and your mother's a Catholic, so you 
figure it out." Payne even drains the 
film of color, shooting Woody's odyssey 
in unsentimental black and white—the 
better to show the dirt in the snow and 
the lines in Dern's face. That Payne 
trusts us, too, to find the heart in his 
chilly film feels like a gift as we begin 
the slog of a holiday season where 
Hollywood slobberingly begs us to feel.

OUT OFTHE FURNACE If the plot of 
Out of the Furnace were fueling a 
drive-in movie of the '70s, you might 
actually want to see it—it's a basic 
but sturdy idea that could have some 
juice. Russell Baze (Christian Bale), 
a hardened steelworker outside 
of Pittsburgh, goes to prison on a 
drunk-driving charge. By the time 
he's released, he's lost his girlfriend, 
and his brother has burrowed into 
a life of trouble. As always, Russell 
acts responsibly—until he's pushed 
to the limit. Scott Cooper's somber 
drama squeezes precious few drop¬ 
lets of energy out of this. The picture 
is earnest to a fault, coming off like 
an exploration of how "the little 
people" live. You can almost hear the 
gears humming: Out of the Furnace 
is calibrated to move us, which isn't 
the same as drawing us invisibly and 
quietly into its world. The paradox of 
overwritten movies like this one is that 
they often provide good showcases 
for actors. Cooper previously made 
Crazy Heart, casting Jeff Bridges as a 
faded country star—his performance 
was a thing of grizzled beauty. Again, 
Cooper chosen his actors with obvious 
care: Casey Affleck is the wayward 
Rodney. Willem Dafoe shows up as 
a small-town crime kingpin. Woody 
Harrelson is a tattooed goon from the 
remote Ramapo Mountains, in the 
movie's terms a "don't go thar" place 
if ever there was one. Zoe Saldana 
has the thankless role of the sweet 
girlfriend, though she adds layers of 
subtlety. And Sam Shepard shows up 
for 10 or so minutes of screentime, 
which seems to be the norm for him 
these days. (If only we could see 
more of him.)

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Latino USA 


The Museum of Latin America Art captures Latino life in this country right now— 

which is to say, American life

A S of July, the Latino population of 
the U.S. has hit 53 million. At 17 
percent of the country’s total popu¬ 
lation, it is now the largest “minority” in the 
country, with one out of every six Ameri¬ 
cans of Latino origin. The Museum of Latin 
American Art’s current photographic exhi¬ 
bition, “COTIDIANO: LATINO/US,” takes 
a peek at the “daily” lives of immigrants 
from Latin and South America. A heady 
blend of photojournalism and art, the show 
is curated by Claudi Carreras with humor 
and a social conscience. 

Photographer Gale’s wistful series starts 
things off, featuring images of immigrants 
standing before the sharply focused vistas 
of the big cities they live in. Any identify¬ 
ing markers of the people are hazy and 
out of focus, not to hide who they are, but 
rather to suggest the U.S. melting pot erases 
what makes people (and their respective 
cultures) special, blending (and eventu¬ 
ally disappearing) everyone into a friendly 
American stew. 

Karen Miranda’s tender revisiting 
of unrecorded moments from her past 
reclaims some of those missing details—her 
family standing in the rain, the discovery 
of drugs hidden by a loved one, lying on 
the roof of her apartment in the snow—all 
unencumbered with the inevitable fictions 
that occur as we try to soften the blow of 
the past. In The Arrival, she sits in bed in 
New York after living most of her life in 
Ecuador. The rueful look on her face, dead 
rose drooping in a vase, the picture above 
her head of a cat with kittens hanging 
askew all suggest you really can’t go home 
again. That message is reiterated in Katrina 
d’Autremont’s series taken on a visit to her 
family’s home in Argentina. The refrig¬ 
erator glows in the dark like a beckoning 
light, younger relatives play video games or 
sleep on the couch, the Norman Rockwell¬ 
looking family surrounds the table at meal¬ 
time or talks in the kitchen, but the pho¬ 
tographer herself is always at a distance, 
removed, taking the picture. Argentine Sol 
Aramendi’s work suggests a great eye for 
kitsch, but her pictures are less memorable. 
Her artist statement differentiates between 
images built in a studio and those “stolen/ 
taken” in the brief moment they’re avail¬ 
able, and while I agree with her separation 
of the two, I’d rather see the former than 
the latter currently displayed. 

There’s a delicious Taxi Driver grittiness 
to Peruvian photographer Gihan Tubbeh’s 
photos of Mexicans habituated to New York 
environs, each so exquisite as to suggest 
a movie still. Tubbeh isolates individuals 
(alone or in couples) within their environ¬ 
ment, the muted colors and often dim set¬ 
ting allowing for lots of shadows. There are 
stories galore in these photos, each one cre¬ 
ating a host of questions and potential inter¬ 
pretations. The tales they tell—or that you 


tell yourself while looking at them—are as 
good as the images themselves. In contrast, 
most of Ricardo Cases’ pictures of Florida 
Cubans feels off-kilter—palm trees look as 
though they’re sprouting from parked cars, 
a man wearing a squirrel mask poses near 
a bright-red circuit-breaker box, a chicken 
literally steps off a curb to cross the road, 
a young man in a Superman costume (an 
“illegal alien” who goes on to save America) 
glares defiantly at the viewer. There’s art 
aplenty here, but the blown-out light of the 
Florida sun and the photographer’s flash¬ 
gun keeps these deeply odd photos from 
reaching Lynchian potential. 

The most overtly political is Peruvian 
Hector Mata’s brilliant series “L.A. Tinos,” 
comparing and contrasting Latino iconog¬ 
raphy with that of North America. The 
result is a remarkable series of humorously 
executed photographs that take a moment 
to deliver their surprises. Best of all is the 
irony of union-busting Apple’s “Think dif¬ 
ferent” ad using the image of labor leader 
Cesar Chavez. Equally powerful is Duke 
Pinzon’s photos of Mexican workers in 
the U.S., dressed in superhero costumes: 
Batman is a taxi driver, Aquaman is a fish¬ 
monger, Ben Grimm works in demolition. 


Spiderman washes windows, Catwoman 
raises children, and Captain America is 
a cop. I appreciate the idea that the real 
heroes are people who work their asses off 
in crap jobs while still sending money home 
every month. 

Stefan Ruiz’s elegant portraits of tele¬ 
novela actors are a fitting close to the show. 
Ruiz has taken pains to show both the 
glamour and the fakery behind this Factory 
of Dreams: the actors and actresses are in 
character on patently phony sets, ubiquitous 
lighting equipment above them seen in the 
frame, false backdrops in the windows and 
doorways behind them. Hung opposite 
Gale’s faceless citizens without further com¬ 
ment, the television genre’s brutal delinea¬ 
tion of classes is a Marxist wet dream, with 
its beautiful, European-looking rich versus 
plainer, poorer and traditionally more 
“Hispanic”-looking servants. That alone is 
worthy of an entire museum exhibition.

Maron explains. Doesn't sound like the kind 
of bar I want to haunt, but Maron tells me it's 
a blowout-only salon.

Sounds great, but the nightmare of going 
to MAC for prom haunts me whenever black- 
tie affairs beckon—and Maron gets it. "I 
want people to leave here and still look like 
themselves," she says. "We work with indi¬ 
vidual styles, and there's no pressure to buy 
the products." 

The salon is girly, but in a grown-up sense, 
along the lines of a modern-day Versailles. 
You can have your brows shaped and choose 
from Becca, Stila, Kevyn Aucoin, Jouer and 
Julie Hewett products. My artist. Heather, 
did a fantastic job at working with my prefer¬ 
ence. Even if the foundation was a bit thick 
for my taste, it sucks not knowing howto 
re-create her eye shadow magic. Although 
it does offer makeup classes. I'd gladly hire 
Blushington to doll me up on my faraway 
wedding day knowing that it wouldn't cost an 
arm and a leg. And it'll save me from my own 
Pollockian efforts.

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Belly Full of Blues 

Harvelle’s Service Your Soul program brings 
homeless people the blues, in a good way

T here are a bunch of people 

congregating in the dark crev¬ 
ices of a Los Angeles blues bar, 
plotting to subvert the system, over¬ 
throw the music-industry machine 
and lift up the downtrodden. Most 
of whom have played in this bar too 
many times to count. But instead of 
talking about music, these co-con¬ 
spirators are talking about a music- 
business revolution. 

Cevin Clark, owner of Harvelle’s in 
Santa Monica, the oldest existing blues 
club in Los Angeles, enlisted the pres¬ 
tigious law firm Gibson Dunn, working 
pro bono, to determine whether he 
can turn his business into a nonprofit. 
The idea came from the success of the 
club’s Tuesday-night Service Your Soul 
music residency with rock/blues band 
Hunter and the Dirty Jacks. 

The $3,000 raised through the cover 
charge since January has provided more 
than 4,000 meals. Clark and his cohorts 
are hungry to do more, not only because 
it makes them feel golden, but because 
more help is desperately needed. 

It has been a year since the idea was 
originally hatched, and the do-gooders 
are excited to bring their new program, 
also called Service Your Soul, into Long 
Beach’s Harvelle’s location (below the 
Congregation Ale House) every Sun¬ 
day. “We want to expand because more 
needs to be done,” says Hunter and the 
Dirty Jacks guitarist Jon Siembieda. 
“We’re just scratching the surface.” 


The Sunday-night residency features 
not only Hunter and the Dirty Jacks, but 
also Roy Gaines, a blues singer and gui¬ 
tarist who has backed Big Mama Thorn¬ 
ton, Junior Parker and T-Bone Walker. 
Buffet-style soul food included in the 
cover charge sweetens the deal, as well. 

After hiring the band to take over 
Santa Monica’s Tuesday residency in 
late 2012, Clark approached Hunter 
and the Dirty Jacks about playing a pub 
crawl that December. The annual event 
donates proceeds from participating 
bars to West Side Food Bank to help 
feed the needy during the holidays. 

Because of conflicting schedules, the 
band couldn’t participate. But the ges¬ 
ture sparked another idea with year- 
round impact. Siembieda wanted to go 
bigger. “We were talking, and I said, 
‘Problem with this is that it only hap¬ 
pens during the holidays,”’ he recalls. 
“‘But people have these problems 
every day.’” 

From that, the regular Service Your 
Soul fund-raiser and food drive was 
born, with 100 percent of the night’s 
cover charge going to the 501(c)3 non¬ 
profit Feed Your Soul—which started 
with a few people and 100 burgers, then 
grew to provide meals for many more. 

According to the most recent 
information from the Department of 
Housing and Urban Development, Los 
Angeles’ homeless population rose 15 
percent from 2011 to 2013. More than 
57,000 included themselves among the 


displaced during a one-night count 
last January. 

Feed Your Soul teamed up with 
Ocean Park Community Center, 
which runs four shelters for the 
homeless and two for female domes¬ 
tic-abuse victims and their children. 
Both organizations help with tran¬ 
sitional services to relocate the dis¬ 
placed into housing and to acquire 
skills to re-enter the working world. 

At the initial meeting with Clark and 
Siembieda, Feed Your Soul’s executive 
director, Lindsay Hirsch, brought along 
Sara Levy, executive director of Magic 
Music Foundation, in case what the 
band and Clark proposed to do wasn’t 
a good fit for her charity. Magic Music 
Foundation provides foster children 
and the needy with musical instruments 
and lines up volunteers for lessons. The 
band and Clark decided to take on both. 

“It’s been great,” Hirsch says about 
the money coming in from Harvelle’s. 
“It’s very generous and creative.” 

Hunter and the Dirty Jacks bring 
in additional bodies to help scoop the 
soup and entertain the crowds, includ¬ 
ing many of the guest artists who sit 
in with the band. Eric Sardinas served 
homemade mashed potatoes and 
chicken. Walter Trout and his family 
dished up Italian food. 

Others who have volunteered time 
at the shelter include Coco Montoya, 
Shawn Jones, Guitar Shorty, Jimmy

The doctor was kind enough—some Indian cat 
who kept making ass jokes, and I was given a date 
for the procedure and a prescription for a laxative 
and a 4-liter bottle of human Drain-0.1 was also 
given detailed instructions on how I was going 
to get "cleaned out." Now, I'd heard the prep for 
a colonoscopy is worse than the test itself, but 
it wasn't so bad. Yeah, the drink tasted like lime- 
flavored anti-freeze, but it wasn't unpleasant to an 
ex-"Mad-Dog" drinker.

Vivino, Johnny Stachela, Dennis Jones, 
Whiteboy James & the Blues Express, Johnny 
Rivers, Southland Jukes, and more.

Clark’s 
perception of the homeless changed after 
meeting displaced couples with young chil¬ 
dren, realizing that too many people are just 
one paycheck away from not making the rent. 


he says. He has taken his children to volunteer, 
as well, teaching them lessons about gratitude 
and compassion in the process. 

One woman the band members met at a 
shelter had recently been released from foster 
care and had nowhere to go. Onstage during a 
Tuesday-night show, the band told audience 
members about the pregnant woman’s plight, 
and fans pitched in for a deposit to help get her 
into government-assisted housing. She would 
have been homeless without the support. 

Another time, lead singer Hunter Acker¬ 
man told the weeknight crowd about a man 
the band had met who had suffered from brain 
trauma and whose only comfort was listening 
to blues and classic rock on his iPod, which 
had been stolen. People opened their wallets 
again to help the man rock again.

Aside from helping others, Clark says, 
there are other advantages to obtaining a 
501(c)3 status for the club, such as having 
more resources available, tax write-offs 
and free publicity. That money can instead 
help the needy, and the nonprofit status 
can help make sure the club sticks around 
to help preserve “the soul of American 
music,” Siembieda says. 

“This is not a scam,” Clark says with 
exasperation, knowing full well he will 
have many questions to answer and his 
share of skeptics if his idea comes to frui¬ 
tion. If Harvelle’s becomes a nonprofit, 
he will become a board member and 
remain as a staff member who receives a 
modest salary. 

The organization pledges 100 percent 
transparency, unlike other businesses in 
the music industry that claim to be non¬ 
profits but really aren’t. (We’re looking 
at you, AS CAP and BMI, which are not 
classified as 501 corporations and do not 
support any charities but represent them¬ 
selves as nonprofits.) Clark hopes his busi¬ 
ness model, if it works, will catch on. His 
dreams for Harvelle’s include being able 
to service more shelters, maybe even build 
some, he says. 

The even-more-ambitious dream is to 
create a Service Your Soul record label 
with artist management, which will be— 
you guessed it—nonprofit. “We’re not just 
promoting the music for the music’s sake,” 
Clark says, “but we can connect people 
through music and give them a sense of 
community, too.” 

So the artists will still make a similar 
amount in royalties, but instead of the 
chunk that would normally line the fat 
pockets of a record label, it will be used to 
benefit the artists, with a percentage going 
toward putting nourishment in someone’s 
stomach. “We’re trying to create an eco¬ 
system of music within blues and rock,” 
Siembieda says. “It’s about helping the 
artists and helping people.” 

“This patchwork system the way it’s 
been working is very greed-based,” Clark 
says. “There are a lot of people who are 
falling through the cracks.” 

Clark, Siembieda and company want to 
spackle in harmony.

This month's 
Monday-night residency at the Constella¬ 
tion Room capped a year of momentum that 
could be the start of some very big things. 

OC WEEKLY; You've developed a pretty 
interesting blend of electronic dream pop 
and dance music. Has that always been the 
recipe for the band's sound? 

SAMUEL JACOB-LOPEZ JR.: The reason 
I started Tapioca and the Flea was because 
I wanted to just break all the rules. It was 
just like a little recording project of mine. I 
was touring with other bands at the time—I 
toured with a band called Kitten, [as well 
as another called] Thee Rain Cats, I was 
playing guitar in a band called Gothic 
Tropic. Tapioca and the Flea were just my 
way of getting weird production shit out 
of my system. Over time, the songs started 
developing, and I decided I wanted to make 


this a band, and I wanted to start touring 
instead of playing as a hired musician. So I 
decided to bring on my best friends, dudes 
I've been living with for a while, to flesh out 
the sound. 

You also grew up in the same circle of 
bands as Local Natives, the Growlers, Young 
the Giant, Ml Ossa and Dahga Bloom. Does 
seeing those bands succeed give you more 
pride or faith in your own project? 

It's so rad all the ones who've stayed with 
it are doing great. I wasn't even really in 
bands like that in the early days; I was 
more just like a homie in that circle, want¬ 
ing to play music, but at the same time. I'd 
just graduated high school and was trying 
to figure out how I was going to support 
myself. It wasn't until after that period that I 
realized I wanted to do music for a living. 
Lyrically, what kind of concepts or influ¬ 
ences do you reach for as a songwriter to 
complement your sound? 

It's different with every song, but as cliche 
as it sounds, this new EP we're putting out is 
sort of a break-up record. It wasn't that way 
intentionally. But that's what sparked these 
songs in the first place and what drove me 
to make something out of this band. I was 
in an almost-four-year relationship with a 
girl who actually gave me the name Tapioca 
and the Flea. I was on tour when we broke 
up, and when I came home, this was my 
way of coping with the break-up. 

You also tend to do a lot of remixes of 
songs, as well as originals. Do you try to 
keep that stuff separate from what you 
generally do live with the band? 

It all goes hand-in-hand. My remixes are 
basically just my production practice. 

They're a chance for me to try different 
recording and production techniques I've 
never done before. Most of the songs I remix 
are awesome songs already. So it's a chal¬ 
lenge to get them sounding cooler or differ¬ 
ent, but the hardest part is not ruining them.

Henry’s Bar & Grill has offered booze to Garbage 
Grove’s blue-collars since the Nixon administration 


T hey sure love their Pabst at Henry’s 
Bar & Grill, a shrine to the sludge. 

Its good ol’ red-white-and-blue 
color scheme makes an appearance on 
almost every wall in many forms: metal 
signs, handmade posters, paper garland 
and, perhaps the best of all, empty tall boys 
hanging from the ceiling instead of Christ¬ 
mas ornaments. 

Of the two sets who are most stereo¬ 
typed for drinking Milwaukee’s finest, the 
working class and the hipster, Henry’s 
serves as a haven for the former. It’s tucked 
away in an industrial section of Garden 
Grove surrounded by a neighborhood; it’s 
well-hidden, hardly a destination bar. The 
main clientele are locals and folks taking 
a break from work—stop in at lunch, and 
you’ll see bright-orange Home Depot polos 
and pails, mechanics’ shirts, and soot rest¬ 
ing on baseball caps and under fingernails. 
It’s good to have a bar walking distance 
from work, no? 

I asked the gal on the day shift what 
the specialty is. ‘T definitely recommend 
our burgers if you haven’t tried them yet,” 
she said. So I ordered a classic cheese¬ 
burger and garlic fries and sipped on my 
Blue Moon in anticipation. The bar was 
alive, not with the sounds of the Internet 
jukebox or the announcers from one of 
the many TVs broadcasting sports, but the 
sounds of the lumpen proletariat letting off 
steam. This decompression chamber was 
packed with conversations of girl trouble 
and work drama. Co-workers listened 
and offered advice. A man in a work shirt 
stopped in and gave the bartender a plate 
of homemade cookies. “Again?! Why am I 
so spoiled?” she responded happily. 

My cheeseburger arrived, smelling deli¬ 
cious and warm. I dug into the steak fries. 
With Parmesan and chopped garlic sprin¬ 
kled atop, they were crispy and piping-hot.

The bun had a 
perfectly crisp 

outside and soft inside; the juicy meat was 
fiavorful; and the lettuce, tomato and onion 
were fresh. It was a great bar burger. 

A nighttime visit is equally pleasant, the 
only difference being more people gather 
around the TVs to watch Monday Night 
Football intently, jeering and cheering, 
instead of verbally venting with co-work¬ 
ers. Henry’s offers 23 beers on tap, 16 bot¬ 
tled beers served in chilled glasses, and a 
full food menu worth ordering from, plus a 
pool table and some board games to let the 
blue-collars be kids for a couple of hours. 

Henry’s has reportedly gone through 
some changes, but since I’ve only been vis¬ 
iting there recently, I don’t think I’m quali¬ 
fied to deem them as positive or negative. 
All I have to go on is the past reportings of 
fellow Weeklings, back from when I was in 
middle school. It’s no longer called Henry’s 
Hof Brau, and there’s no liquor, dollar bills 
attached to the ceiling or graffiti on the 
bathroom walls. What you have now at 
Henry’s Bar & Grill is a clean bar in good 
old Garbage Grove, filled with people and 
drama-free. And sometimes, that’s all you 
need from your local dive.
